First Contact, the film 


In the 1930’s one million people were found to be 
living in the center of Papua New Guinea. Their 
existence had not even been suspected by the 
outside world. Inhabiting a string of cool and 
beautiful valleys, they had been cut off completely 
from the rest of colonial New Guinea. The first 
Europeans to enter this hidden world were 
Australian gold prospectors, Michael Leahy and his 
brothers. This prospecting family had one odd 
piece of equipment with them, a movie camera, 
and they captured on film an event that will never 
occur again — the confrontation of one civiliza- 
tion with the explorers of another. These extra- 
ordinary reels of film form the basis of ‘‘First 
Contact,”’ directed by Bob Connelly and Robin 
Anderson. 


“First Contact”’ won first prize in the Sociology 
category at the San Francisco Film Festival, and 
second place at the American Documentary Film 
Festival in New York, May, 1983. Most recently 
the film was nominated for an Academy Award as 
Best Documentary for 1983.

Skeletons in the Sand: 
Shipwreck Archaeology on America’s 
Beaches 


Wednesday, July 25 
8:00 p.m. Morrison Auditorium 


Most people, when they think of shipwreck 
archaeology, understandably think of drowned 
Roman galleys or Spanish galleons beneath the 
sea, but, in the past few years, Jim Delgado, 
Golden Gate National Recreation Area Historian, 
and collegues have been refining a new aspect of 
maritime archaeology. Major portions, and 
sometimes entire vessels have been found on the 
beach, re-exposed after decades of burial, in good 
or excellent states of preservation. 


In this slide/lecture Mr. Delgado will discuss how 
these vessels have been preserved and how they 
become exposed on our beaches, and will look at 
some of the sites of these wrecks from the 
Sparrowhawk, a 1626 pilgrim ship exposed two 
hundred years after it was lost on the shores of 
Cape Cod, to the King Philip, an 1856 clipper 
whose entire bottom half lies on Ocean Beach, 
San Francisco. 


Jim Delgado will be familiar to many Academy 
members from classes with the Adult Education 
Department, and former lectures. 


Admission to this special lecture ts free. 
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In conjunction with the photo exhibit 
Shooting For The Gold which opens on July 
17 and the San Francisco Marathon, a series of 
fitness programs will be offered at the 
Academy.
